Th* regina? session of the 42nd 
legislature enacted

as the peddlers’ license law . I have 
received numerous inquiries concern­ 
ing lls provisions, and it occurs to 
me that you would bi interested in 
having a copy of it. I am, therefore, 
setting oni that portion of it which 
has to do with the regulation of the 
occupation of peddling. 
It is as fol­ 
lows 
Subdivision 
I. 
Peddlers. — (a) 
Thera shall be collected fAom ped­ 
dlers an cccupotion or license tax 
from each according to the popula­ 
tion of the counties in which he ped­ 
dles, according to the last Federal 
census as follows: 
“From loot peddlers, which shall 
include these on horseback; animal- 
drawn vehicles, which shall include 
all vehicles except motor vehicles; 
from peddlers on or from motor ve­ 
hicles tiny following tax, respective­ 
ly : 
Population I-15,CKX), $2.50, $3.50, 
*5.00; population 15,001-00,000, $3.50, 
$0.00, $10 Oft; population 00,000 and 
i|ver, $5. O'.', $10.00 and $20.00. 
“(b) 
Every peddler defined above 
shall pay said tax annually on or be­ 
fore September 1st of each year to 
the tax collector of each county in 
which he peddles, and a receipt shall 
be issued therefor, and said collec­ 
tor shall issue a license plate to be 
furnished by the comptroller in the 
same manner that license plates are 
Issued for motor vehicles, and the 
same fees of office shall be allowed 
said eollee or; which said plate shall 
be securely fastened to said peddler’s 
vehicles on the driver's side.
